Where the Canarj Dirdt Como From- 


There is an associatian in Philadelphia, 
composed of about twenty Germans, who 
aim at im;*roving tbe breed of Canary birds; 
and last month they published their 13th 
snnual report. From that it appeara that 
the bird sales of Philadelphia are confiaed 
(0 Germans and amount to 40,000 annually, 
and three quartera of that are canaries.— 
Tbo common or original canary is of tbe 
least value, and sell at about $2 apiece; 
the improved kind bring from t8 to lit) 
apiece, and are from Central E^irope. Tbe 
great majority of these birds ara obtained 
from Belgium, where they are bred in 
houses by the peasants, who raise them as 
pastime. They are what are called 'long' 
and short breeds. 
Birds of tbe long bre^ 
are obtained from Brussels, Antwerp, and 
Deits, where they sometimes obtain txtra- 
vagant prices. Their cost depends npon 
tbe color snd shspe, the pore golden yel­ 
low being the moat esteemed. 
They are 
only used for tbe purpose of breeding, and 
oftentimes sell for thirty dollais a pair.— 
Tbe short breed is raiaed by tbe people of 
the Harts mountains. 
Next to the Belpan 
the French bird is most prised.

Ferdinand was one of those matter nf 
fset men, who oliject to furthering tho 
schemes of entbusissts. stid withheld hia 
eonsent to a New World expedition being 
formed. The day arrivfd when Ihe great 
navigator was to receive bis final answer ; 
he wended his way toward tbe palsee at 
nightfall more with the intention of bidding 
adieu to his royal patroness, than from any 
hope of success with Ferdinand. 


Isabella bad not, however, resigned her­ 
self and Columbus lo defeat, and, on the 
latter’fl arriving, she immediately aonirhl 
tbe King, who, being absorbed in a bard- 
fought game with the aforementioned old 
noble,was not in a mood to be bothered by 
an importunate sailor. Tbe Queen’s inter­ 
ruption bad tbe effect of merely distracting 
the mooareh*s attention, causing bim to lose 
bis principal piece, whieh was followed by 
a volley of imprecations on suitora in gen­ 
eral, and Columbus in particular- The 
game grew worse and worae, defeat seemed 
imminent.

Accounts from Atlantie City state that 
the Flying Dutchman was rapidly breaking 
ap, but Gapt. Bowen, who caae direct from 
the wreck, reports her m having gone to 
pieoos. The steam poaps bad previously 
been lost overboard. 


Cspt. Francis, of the sleamtiig Under­ 
writer, reports a largo black sehoooer, with 
a poop>house extending to the mainmasi, 
ashore on Horner Shoal- 


The Hamburg «hip Howard, Gapt. Wal­ 
ter, from Hamburg, arrived at this port 
yesterday, afier a passage of niaety-siz 
days, the voyage b ^ g a stormy one from 
beginning to end. 
She left Hamburg, No­ 
vember 17, with two hundred aad eighty- 
six passengers, thirty-seven of whom died 
on the passage, from a sickness rewmbling 
cholera, and from weakness occasioned by 
shortness of provisions and water—*tlie lat­ 
ter being dealt out in very email quantittes 
for the paiit forty two days, and most of 
that made from distillatioa from sea water. 


Adiittonally to the above we leant that 
the entire passage was made through a sue 
cession of westerly galas, one of which was 
eo viol toC at to «ash one of the passeDgett 
ovetbiard. 


The suffering of the passengers wss 
great. After they h td been out about six 
weeks, their supply »'f fresh water was ex­ 
hausted, and to prevent famishing from 
thirst, a machine Uiat the Captain had on 
board, invented for the purpo«>e of extrac­ 
ting the particles of salt from salt water, 
was brought into requisition, and waa found 
to be able to perform work enough to pre­ 
vent the effäcu of the total absence of fresh 
water, la fact enough, it was asceruined, 
could be done to fupply what was barely 
necessary to preserve the lives of the 386 
passengers who were on board. 


Daring the panage thirty-seven perssons 
were swept away by the disease which 
broke out, and nearly one-third of all the 
passengers on board had been attacked.— 
After arriving at Quarantine it was found 
necessary to have three of the passengers 
conveyed to the hospital on Staten Island. 
They are Oermans, and their names are 
Louisa Jamming, Cbarlotte Benna, Garo- 
lina JamM. 


Towards the end of the voyage tie sani­ 
tary condition of the vessel was wretched, 
and when the passengers landed, yesterday, 
the effects of this were ssdly viiiible. On 
the entire, however, they kxdied much bet­ 
ter than cou^ be expectedi under the cir­ 
cumstances. We heard that two whole 
families, oonnsting of four persons each, 
were among those who were fatally attacked 
by the virnieut epidemio.

On Saturday afterooon week, a personal 
üfienHf oeenmi in the bar-room i i 
Brown*s Hotel,'in Washington, bttwe« 
Hon. James B. Clay, of Kentudkj, aiid 
Mr. Calloti^ lata clerk el^tbe H«pse of 
Representative«. The Washington Star 
gives the following version of the affair: 


Mr. Clay was approached by Mr. Gal- 
lom while standing in the hail in company 
with other gentlemen, and a eaovarsation 
sprung up ^twcen them, in the course of 
which Mr. Gullom took occasion to remark 
that he had t«en acquainted with the fath­ 
er of Mr. Clay, and expressed great re* 
spect and veneration for him. 
He then 
invited Mr. Clay to drink, but the lat­ 
ter plead as an excuse that he had just i 
drank. 
Mr. Gullom insisted on Mr. Clay ^ 
drinking again, and aa the latter teilerateA 
his excuse he made some remark calculatiKl 
to excite Mr. Gullom. 
In the meantime 
they had entered the bfir-room, and after 
filling a glass for himself, Nr. Cullo*jii~of- 
fend^, perhaps, at Mr. Glay*s re\teration 
of his unwillingness to drink—>p**oposed as 
a toast ^'The illustrious sire of a degenerate 
son.*’ or something to that effdot. 
At this 
Mr. Clay expressed his indignation some 
what severely, when Mr. Gullom struck 
him In the face. 


During yesterday rumora were cnrrent 
that arrangements had beea made for a h«>s- 
tile meeting between the parties, and even 
the seconds were desigijated, and the state­ 
ment made that the weapons to be used 
were rifles. * Both the gentlemen were 
said to be absent from the city, and this 
circumstance weut far to oonfirm the re­ 
porto. 
We hs fe nut, however, been able 
to ^ h e r anydiing which give us reason to 
believe that a hostile meeting has taken 
pUoe; and as the friends of both parties 
are said to be eagerly endeavoring to adjust 
the afhur, it u generally hoped that a duel 
will bo prevented. 


Another account states that Mr. Clay, 
imoiediately after the affray, etiled on Sen­ 
ator Johnson, of Arkansas, to act as his 
friend, & a peremptory notice was commu 
nicated to Mr. Gullom, to which acceptance 
waisigniflad eo mo o as a oonpatent stiooad 
could be chosen. 


It is sUted that the War Department 
will take care to prevent any hostile meet­ 
ing from growing out of the eorrespondence 
between Gol. Sumner and Goa. Harney. 


Another affray occurred in Washington 
on Sunday morning. 
It is etated that a 
couple of lieutenants in the army, Beil and 
Williams, met in a barber's shop attached 
to Willard's hxtel, and after some words 
had passed between them Williams struck 
Bull two or three times over the head with 
a heavy cane. They then clenched, and 
both came to tho floor, when they were sep­ 
arated. 
It appears that differences of long 
standing have existed between them, and 
that they arrived on Saturday from New 
York to settle in the manner nsual among 
gentlemen. 
Bell has sent a peremptory 
challenge to Williams, who, it is alleged, 
declines to fight.
